Some years ago, in a discussion 
with a Puerto Rican newspaper- 
man, he said, with a weary sort 

so of cynicism: 
“The Spaniards 
were perhaps 
kinder. Under 
their rule our 
children and the 
weak died off 
from typhoid, 
yellow fever, in- 
testinal parasites, 
smallpox and 
various other dis- 
eases. But, the population re- 
mained constant at about 500,000. 
While there was never enough to 
eat, the misery was equitably 
spread. 
“But,” 


he continued, ‘“‘you 


Americans freed us from Spain | 


and then, from disease. But you 
did not provide jobs for the ex- 
cess. The result is that our popu- 
lation is now above a million and 
a half, a few people have money, 
and the rest of us all the misery.” 

Puerto Rico’s population is now 
about 2,500,000, and a program 
of industrialization has improved 
the internal situation, though it 
yet remains in a constantly-crit- 
ical state. The population pres- 
sure mounts despite a great out- 
going to New York and Chicago. 


Realities 

This conversation came back 
on reading a small book, ‘Alge- 
ria: The Realities.”’ It is a dis- 
turbing book, and while the sub- 
ject is Algeria, it really is a book 
about the whole world problem. 

Three-quarters of all the human 
race live in “have-not” countries. 

Author Germaine Tillion is an 
anthropologist who spent a good 
many years in Algeria. 

General De Gaulle is trying to 
deal with Algeria. But, this re- 
bellious country, which has held 
France at bay for almost seven 
years, is merely a sample of the 
whole. Nor is it to be thought 


the author is a professional Cas- 
sandra, seeking to exploit the 
present tragedy in which France 
seeks to regain her soul and hold 
a part of her empire. 

In the past, she notes, the pop- 
ulation of Algeria was but a few 
million. Tribal customs prevailed. 
People, especially children, died 
in the manner of flies. But those 
who survived disease, exposure 
and hunger could live off the land 
‘ . at least after a fashion. 
History and change passed them 
by. 

But, with the encroachment of 
civilization, some slight medical 
care was provided. When famine 
came there was relief, not enough, 
but some in the form of grain 
and rice. Many died, but not as 
many as in the old days. The 
population rose to some nine 
million. The land was not im- 
proved. It had supported a little 
more than two million on a near- 
starvation basis. Now, it does 
less for the more than nine. 

‘Like every other ‘peasant peo- 
ple’ of our time,” she says, ‘‘the 
Algerians have not exchanged pov- 
erty for comfort, but relative 
comfort for acute poverty.” 

Paradoxically, but also fearfully, 
the condition worsens. Each ‘“‘im- 
provement” in conditions of health 
and a little increase in famine 
relief, zooms the population ‘and 
exaggerates the misery of all. 

She is, as aforesaid, a scientist, 
but also a human being with com- 
passion. She notes the United 
States will find this difficult to 
understand, since we have no 
comparable problem. The peas- 
ants who came to us from many 
European countries changed im- 
mediately to freemen and had 
land for the taking. 


Plan 


For Algeria and the nations 
about her—she proposes not colo- 
nialism, which is finished, nor in- 
dependence, which could not pos- 
sibly be held, if given. Only 
France,. she insists, can do the 
job. It would involve silencing the 
fifty or so ruling families in Al- 
geria. It would mean eight to ten 
years of elementary education for 
every child and a job, fair wages, 
and a free ballot for every adult. 

It is, she reminds us, “every- 
thing we have, and everything 


with me.” 

“Keep quiet and stay put, son,” 
instructed his father, Jimmy F.

REGINA, N.M. (#—A black-bearded former mental 
patient who killed two children with rifle shots was 
wounded and captured in a wild canyon near here Friday. 


Carried out of the remote land 
where he had been at bay since 
Thursday, the recluse babbled 
that he killed the two children to 
‘thelp depopulate an overcrowded 
world.” 

The world of egg-bald Norman 
A. Foose was not a crowded one. 

For six months he has lurked 
in the mountain fastness of north- 
ern New Mexico. He sought urani- 
um. He talked to no one. 


Foose’s world suddenly became 
very heavily populated Friday 
morning. 

At dawn, a New Mexico state 
police squad slipped through the 
brush and shouted for the 47-year- 
old former mental patient to give 
up. Behind them waited more than 
100 angry posse men. 

Foose the day before had with- 
out warning shot down and killed 
a little boy and girl on the streets 
of Cuba. His weapon: a high-pow- 
ered deer rifle with telescopic 
sights and soft-nosed slugs. 

The dead girl’s mother was 
wounded slightly by the slug which 
killed her daughter. 

Tracked to his lonely mountain 
camp, Foose put another expand- 
ing bullet through the shoulder of 
ranch foreman Sam Hill. 

Officers waited until dawn, then 
closed in. 

“I told him to come out and 
throw down his gun,” state police 
Sgt. Milton Matteson, leader of the 
six-man squad, said. “‘He came 
out in the road with his hands up 
but with the rifle still with him.”

WASHINGTON — The United 
States formally demanded Friday 
night that the Soviet Union punish 
its fighter crews who shot down 
an unarmed U.S. transport plane 
over Soviet Armenia on June 27. 
The State Department also re- 
newed in the strongest terms its 
demand that the Soviet Union co- 
operate to obtain the immediate 
release of nine members of an 
Army helicopter crew held in East 


Germany since June 7. 

But the Soviet ambassador, Mik- 
hail Menshikov, replied that the 
release of the helicopter crew 
clearly could be settled only by 
negotiations between the United 
States and the German Demo- 


cratic Republic, the Soviet satel- 
lite in East Germany with which | 
this nation does not have diplo- | 
matic relations. 
FORMAL NOTE 


The demand for punishment of 


3 the Soviet airmen who shot down 


the U.S. transport was contained 
in a formal note handed Ambas- 
sador Menshikov by Robert Mur- 
phy, deputy undersecretary of 
state at the Department of State 
Friday afternoon. 

Murphy followed this up with a 
tongue-lashing of the Soviet Union 
and its East German satellite, 
charging that the delay in releas- 
ing the helicopter crew was an 
effort to “extort some form of 
political ransom as a condition 
for the return of the men.”’ Mur- 
phy said the attempted “black- 
mail’ was “contrary to the prac- 
tices of civilized communities” 
and could result only in worsen- 
ing relations between the United 
States and the Soviet Union ‘‘to 
the profit of neither country.” 


QUICK PUBLICATION 


Contrary to customary diplo- 
matic procedure, the formal 
diplomatic note and a summary of 
the verbal protest that accom- 
panied it were made public by 
the State Department almost at 
once, instead of waiting for it to 
be transmitted to Moscow.

With the way to quick passage 
cleared by Senate Majority Lead- 
er Lyndon B. Johnson (D-Tex), 
the Senate adopted several 
amendments by voice vote with- 
out even having them read or ex- 
plained.

The bill contains new provisions

Charles E. Bennett 
(D-Fla), suggests adherence to a 
code requiring, among other 
things, a refusal of gifts which 
might be construed “‘by reason- 
ble persons as influencing the 
performance” of official duties. 


SEN. JOHNSTON 


The Senate Civil Service Com- 
mittee, which approved the resolu- 
tion only Thursday, had not sub- 
mitted the customary written re- 
port to the Senate when Sen. Lyn- 
don B. Johnson ‘(D-Tex?, the ma- 
jority leader, called it up for pass- 
age at the request of Committee 
Chairman Olin D. Johnston (D- 
SC). 

Sen. Richard L. Neuberger (D-

The committee’s report, which 
Neuberger read to a reporter, des- 
cribed the code as a charter of 
conduct intended to apply to every 
public officeholder “‘whether he be 
the President, a member of Con- 
gtess, a lifelong career employe 
or an employe engaged only on a 


naval base.

Rhoads said the real advance in 
the fight against cancer in recent 
years lay in public acceptance of 
the relation between cancer and

“It seerrs to me that for the’ 
first time we have achieved gen- | 
eral acceptance that certain ele- 
ments apparently are causes of | 
cancer,” he said. “for instance, | 
for the first time there is almost 
unanimous acceptance that tobac- | 
co smoke plays a role in the pro-| 
duction of cancer.

the Southeast and has made tre- 
mendous progress under a com- 
petitive free enterprise system, 
Ford said. 

Turkey consumption is virtually 
double what it was last year and 
all signs point to a “way onde B 
business in the immediate future 
he added. 

“We believe that the turkey in- 
dustry has an unlimited future,

Sunshine 
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Baxley Illustrates 
Need for Reforms 


Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook’s plan to 
move against bonding companies to re- 
cover the $100,000-plus “lost” highway 
funds at Baxley rather than from the 
City of Baxley is quite revealing. 

It amounts to an acceptance by the 
state that its own highway officials are 
the ones to blame for the slipshod ad- 
ministration that allowed it to happen. 
If that be true, it is poor grace to inti- 
mate that a suit against the City of Bax- 
ley could not be won before an Appling 
County jury. That is a reflection upon 
the citizens of that county which surely 
they must resent. 

The state. of course, should recover 
its money. Ultimate responsibility for it 
rests with state highway officials ccn- 
cerned, up to and including the State 
Highway Board. They are bonded to pre- 
vent state loss in event of just such oc- 
currences. 

But once again attention is called to 
extremely lax practices which have 
mushroomed under negotiated contracts 
with cities and counties. The law, which 
expressly forbids subletting of such con- 
tracts, has been disregarded at Baxley 
and elsewhere. This system is cpen to 
such abuses that no one will ever be 
able to calculate the waste. Responsi- 
bility must rest with the highway board 
and executive department for the system. 

How, could it be possible that an effi- 
cient highway department would certify 
that work had been done according to 
contract, pay for it and close the account 
when the work was far from done? Yet 


that is what happened at Baxley. Other | 


instances of contracts having been signed 
after work has been completed are just 
as bad. The contract thus becomes a mere 
formality to make paying out of state 
funds legal. 

It is not enough to recover the money 
at Baxley. Neither will it suffice to lop 
off a few heads along the line. Those who 
have violated the law should pay the 
penalty. It must be demonstrated that the 
State Treasury is not an open till for 
the convenience of all who'd like to tap it. 

Bonding companies themselves must 
be a little worried. Why take the risks if 
this is the way business is done in Geor- 
gia? They doubtless can and will demand 
some reforms to protect their own and 
thus the taxpayers’ funds. 

Basic to all else, there has been dem- 
onstrated the need for a major overhaul 
of Georgia’s system of building roads. 
And the first consideration in this must 
be to find a way to relieve the depart- 
ment of political pressures which make 
it the biggest patronage agency ih state 
government.

Let Aug. 1 Mark End 
Of Postal Rate Hikes 


The U.S. Post Office Department, as 
part of its effort to convert from horse 
and buggy methods to modern proce- 
dures, has ordered some machines that 
will permit sorting of 3,000 letters an 
hour to different destinations. 

A contract also has been awarded 
for further research and development of 
letter-sorting machines, both in the me- 
chanical and electronic fields. 

These are welcome developments. 
Lack of automation was one of the fac- 
tors that caused the cost of mail-hand- 
ling to skyrocket and led to the four- 
cent stamp order which becomes effect- 
ive Aug. 1. 

Among the other reasons you will 
have to place four-cent stamps on letters 
is to help pick up the tab for the un- 
ordered and unwelcome junk mail, cir- 
Culars, ete. that cost millions -of dollars 
to process and deliver. 

Another expensive yoke around the 
Post Office Department’s neck is the ex- 
tracurricular activities it has to perform, 
such as selling duck hunting stamps and 
taking care of the many similar time- 
consuming duties, 

The four-cent stamp rate, once im- 
posed, has little chance of ever being 
lowered. The important thing now is to 
take the necessary steps to prevent it 
going to a nickel and beyond.

Lambeth Conference 
Is ‘Meeting of Minds’ 


The Lambeth Conference has begun 
in London. For five weeks more than 500 
bishops of the Anglican Communion, one 
of the major catholic churches in the 
Protestant division of Christianity, will 
debate in private some of the major prob- 
lems of the Christian faith. 

Bishops are there from all over the 
world. Georgia is represented by Bishop 
Randolph Claiborne, of the Diocese of 
Atlanta, and Bishop Albert Stuart. of the 
Diocese of Georgia. Their reports and 
recommendations to the Anglican Com- 
munion will be of tremendous import 
even though they will lack any central 
authority. 

Nonetheless, its findings and conclu- 
sions have tremendous influence. There 
are bishops at Lambeth from India and 
Africa, for example. Almost all mem- 
bers of the British Commonwealth have 
bishops there, All the influences im- 
pinging on the Christian religion by the 
many forces loose in the world are now 
being brought to the floor at the Lam- 
beth Conference.

Each 
year hundreds of thousands take 
advantage of this opportunjty and 
1958 will be no exception. Most of 
them consist of small enterprises. 

Three-quarters of all concerns 
have fewer than four employes 
and over 98.8 per cent have fewer 
than 500, the usual delineation of 
what is termed ‘small business.”

It might be surprising that the 
ratios have held firmly stable dur- 
ing the entire postwar era.

Fifth, after clarifying your 
thinking and thoroughly testing 
your motives and purposes, he 
says, you are ready for the main 
thing—begin to pray. Mattern’s 
favorite passage of Scripture is 
Mark 11:22-26. It is amazing 
what the reading of that passage 
will do for a person who is about 
to pray. 

It begins by telling one to have 
faith in God. Many things may be 
impossible in our own strength— 
but not with God. It talks about 
this business of moving moun- 
tains. Too often we concentrate 
on our problems instead of our 
powers. And then the passage 
ends with the injunction that if 
we expect God to hear us, we 
must have forgiveness in our

Let Russians Pay 


~ American Authors 


WASHINGTON—You may be under the im- 
pression that the Soviets don’t like American 
books. You couldn’t be further from the truth. : 
The Russians like and read American books—lots of them—all the 


time. What the Soviets don’t like 


is to pay for them. They are de- 


lighted to have American publishers pay Soviet writers but so far 
they have been against Soviet publishers paying American writers. 


For the past 40 years the So- 
viet government has carried on 
a massive literary piracy and 
now at last the American authors 
are doing something about it. 

Adlai Stevenson is in Moscow 
as counsel for the Authors’ 
League of America, Inc., and 
with powers of attorney from 
scores of established U.S. writers 
whose works Moscow has been 
translating for free. He aims to 
do his negotiating best to per- 
suade—or to pressure—the Rus- 
sians into paying for what they 
take. 

Since 1917 the Russians have 
published a minimum of 2,752 
books by 218 American authors 
in 50 languages of the Soviet 
Union for a total printing of al- 
most 80 million copies: 

For all of which the Soviets 
recognize no obligation to pay 
any American author anything. 

This flood of translation flows 
on. This year the Soviet State 


Publishing House for Foreign 
Literature will take about 500 
books out of foreign languages 


of which more than half will be 
American books. 

The bulk of these works comes 
from two main categories: ‘a) 
classics like Jack London, Mark 
Twain, Theodore Dreiser, 0. 
Henry and (b) technical books 
by American scientists. 

But it also includes scores of 
books by contemporary American 
authors, live human beings who 
need to earn their living and who 
can do so only by ‘getting paid 
for their work. These include

They conveniently 
dismiss American publishers as 
“exploiters’’ and inform Ameri- 
can authors that they are not 
legally bound to pay a Red nickel 


for what they take since they 
never signed the International 
Copyright Union. 


Lately the Authors’ League has 
obtained a grudging admission by 
the Soviet publishers that they 
have a ‘‘moral” obligation to pay 
American writers for their toil. 
This is where Stevenson comes 
in. He is now saying, in effect, 
to Moscow publishers: ‘‘You ad- 
mit a moral obligation. I am 
here to make settlement and to 
make arrangements for orderly 
future payment so that a little 
equal currency exchange can ac- 
company cultural exchange.” 

Stevenson will have to be very 
persuasive because the only 
sanction we have is to quit pay- 
ing Soviet authors unless they 
begin to pay American authors.

Morgan, special counsel to the 
President, on the SEC proceed- 
ings against the company for 
failure to file annual financial 
and other pertinent reports. 

This call, he said, came after 
Goldfine ‘‘voluntarily testified that 
you told Mr. Adams that the East 
Boston Co. was being given harsh 
treatment by the SEC.’’ Adams 
also acknowledged to the sub- 
committee he inquired about the 
case but denied any improper in- 
fluence and said he did nothing 
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while all angles of Rothschild’s 
confession are checked . 

His motion for a new trial will 
not be heard until after the in- 
vestigation is completed. 

The South Carolina and Geor- 
gia officials declined to tell news- 
men what legal steps may be 
taken to return Rothschild to 
Georgia for trial at the end of 
their Friday conference. But Cal- 
lison indicated South Carolina will 
cooperate in any legal extradition 
move. 

A full pardon might be the 
easiest way and the one most ac- 
ceptable to Georgia. Callison is- 
sued an advisory opinion in an- 
other Georgia extradition case 
only last month that would seem

to bar Rothschild’s extradition as 
things now stand. 


However, another possibility is 
that South Carolina temporarily 
“loan”’ Rothschild to Georgia for 
the trial. A third alternative is 
for Georgia to wait five years for 
Rothschild to serve out his South 
Carolina sentence. 


Officials pointed out if par- 
doned, Rothschild conceivably 
could repudiate his murder con- 
fession and be found innocent by 
a Georgia jury. He would then be 
scot free because his burglary 
sentence was previously erased. 

If “loaned,” Rothschild could 
be tried in Georgia and sentenced 
to death. But Georgia then would 
have to ship him back to South 
Carolina and postpone the execu- 
tion for five years.

about it after he heard from 
Morgan. 

“There is also evidence,” Har- 
ris said, “that the SEC withdrew 
a petition for appointment of a 
receiver against the East Boston 
Co.” And instead, he added, ‘‘ac- 
cepted a consent settlement of 
$3,000 ostensibly commensurate” 
with expenses of the government 
in the case. 

Harris cited ‘‘a pattern of un- 
scrupulous majority stockholder 
exploitation” of the real estate 
companies, ‘‘defiance of the SEC’’ 
and “‘peculiar” financial arrange- 
ments by Goldfine. 


The questions Goldfine refused 
to answer centered on the $305.,- 
684 he and others withdrew from 
the Boston Port Development Co. 
against personal notes between 
July 24, 1945 and June 22, 1948. 


Robert W. Lishman, subcom- 
mittee counsel, who fired the 
questions at Goldfine, said the 
auditor for the company had set 
up the notes and accounts re- 
ceivable under a reserve for bad 
debts and were written off as un- 
collectable. 

OWED $305,684 

Of the $305,684, Goldfine owed 
as of Dec. 31, 1954, a total of 
$104,973, Lishman said. As of the 
same date, he said, the late Wil- 
liam J. McDonald, a director of 
the company, owed $97,711. 


Lishman’s compilation showed 
that starting in 1945, the amounts 
withdrawn on each date by Gold- 
fine and McDonald were identical 
except in one case. These 
amounts ranged from $500 to 
$15,000. For example, the record 
showed that the first withdrawal 
on July 24, 1945, by Goldfine was 
$5,000. It also showed that on 
the same date McDonald with- 
drew the same amount. 


Minority stockholders of the 
companies, whose stock he testi- 
fied he began acquiring in 1942, 
filed a suit for an accounting 
against him and other past and 
present officers in the United 
States District Court in Boston. 
Motions are pending on the ap- 
pointment of a receiver. 

Rep. Harris asserted that testi- 
mony showed that “officers and 
directors of both companies are 
Goldfine puppets.” 

“The interests of minority 
stockholders were ignored,” he 
said. Testimony has _ indicated 
there are about 300 shareholders. 


VALUE OF LAND 


He also said that as of January 
1, 1956, the assessed value of land 
owned by Boston Port Develop- 
ment was $240,000 and valued at 
$505,000 on the company books. 
He added: 

“Only Goldfine, as a stockhold- 
er knows the current or poten- 
tial value of this land, which 
might be the coveted object of his 
manipulations to freeze out mi- 
nority stockholders.” 

Goldfine’s refusal to answer 
covered questions whether the 
sums withdrawn were authorized 
by a board of directors or di- 
rected by his bookkeeper, Miss 
Mildred Paperman, who was with 
him on the witness stand again 
Friday. 

Goldfine had testified earlier 
that he had attended only one 
director’s meeting and that “‘it 
was so closely held that I am 
afraid Mr. McDonald and I got to 
thinking of it as our own com- 
pany.” 

This statement was brought up 
to him Friday by Rep. John B. 
Bennett (R-Mich). Bennett wanted 
to know if that was areason he 
refused to answer the questions. 

“IT have stated my grounds,” 
Goldfine replied. 

As the hearing moved to a 
close, Rep. John Bell Williams, 
(D-Miss) summed up the testi- 
mony heard in past weeks about 
Sherman Adams and his commu- 
nications with the Federal Trade 
Commission. The FTC had cited 
several of Goldfine’s textile com- 
panies for misbranding of vari- 
ous fabrics.

With the entire South in a state 
of transition from rural to urban 
society, that ‘‘church in the valley 
by the wildwood” is being left 
high and dry. 


The rural and small! town 

church is being milked of its 
membership by the exodus from 
the country and the farm to the 
city and industry. 
While most church leaders rate 
a lack of rural-minded ministers 
the number one problem, the 
Rev. Ramus Freeman, head of 
the Town and Country Commis- 
sion of the South Georgia Meth- 
odist Conference, says the shift- 
ing population trend is back of 
all the ills of the rural and smal] 
town church. 


FOUR FACTORS 


There ‘are four major factors 


involved in the population shift: 


1. Young people leaving the 


country to seek their fortunes in 


the city. 


2. Farmers giving up the farm 
for industry, moving to urban 
areas. 

3. Farmers with acreage allot- 
ments cut, putting their land in

4. The buying of large tracts by 
pulpwood industry, which gives 
employment to perhaps a dozen 
people where once a dozen fam- 
ilies farmed.

The Rev. Mr. Freeman says 
there are 88 charges with less 
than 250 members in the South 
Georgia Conference today. This is

What happens when a church 
becomes too small to support a 
well-rounded church program? 


Often two, three, four or more 
of these small churches band 
together to hire one pastor. This 
may result in a “silent pulpit” 
one or two Sundays a month. 

The Rev. Ross Freeman, direc- 
tor of field work at Emory, and 
brother of the Rev. Mr. Freeman 
of the South Georgia Conference, 
offers two solutions to the problem 
of a silent pulpit: 1. Training 
lay speakers who can fill the pul- 
pit while the preacher is at an- 
other church, and 2. Staggering 
the hour of worship services. ‘‘If 
we can ever persuade Americans 
to hold services at any time other 
than 11 a.m. on Sunday, the min-

even six times a week,”’ says Em-

“I can’t figure out why this is so

-—A Phone Call Promoted the Curfew 


“The other night in New Orleans one of our players received 
an emergency phone call at a late hour. The operator couldn't 
locate the boy, so they called me. 

“Well, I decided right then that I'd impose a curfew on our 
next road trip. If a player has a valid reason for staying out later 
than 1:30, I'll certainly grant him permission. After that phone 
call I decided that it would be appropriate for me to know where 
the players are after that hour. 

‘Let me assure you that the curfew wasn’t imposed to curb 
rowdyism on this club. I can say sincerely that we don’t have what 
I consider a bad actor on the team. As a group they're as well 
behaved as any team I've been associated with. 

‘‘There’s certainly nothing unusual about a curfew,” Bates 
continued. “‘We had a curfew on most of the clubs I played 
with, and I understand some Atlanta managers have had them 
in recent years. 

‘We've already had two violators, and they'll be fined. I was 
sitting in the hotel lobby reading when two players came in late, 
but they had merely been out to eat.’ 

Among Cracker managers of recent vintage, Dixie Walker was 
the staunchest advocate of ‘‘early to bed’’. I recall a night in 1950 
when Dixie was running a night beat operation in the Albert Pike 
lobby in Little Rock. 


—Popularity Doesn’t Win Pennants 


Ed Mathews. then only 19, was accustomed to dining late, but 
Hank Ertman seldom strayed from the lodge after midnight. On 
this particular evening Ertman accepted an invitation to go strolling 
with Mathews. He elected to return earlier than Ed, and was 
promptly nabbed by Dixie who assumed, no doubt, that Ertman was 
a regular violator.

Or sample all 
the cookies in the bakery or sip 
coffee between orders, or worst 
of all just stare at peanuts 
without snitching now and 
then?

A bakery shop worker’s temp- 
tations to nibble are high. *‘Cho- 
colate is my weakness,”’ said 
Mrs. Ruth Webb. “‘It is impos- 
sible to stand and stare at all the 
cakes and ples and rolis day 
in and day out without nibbling. 
Naturally we try to give the 
customer cakes (in bulk) which 
are not broken.
